Hunter was after an office, instead of the 
benefit of the people. The trouble with 
Cleveland is that while the financial in- 
terests of the country are going to "the 
dogs" at a rapid pace, in fear of the 
policies of the Democratic party, Cleve- 
land don't know whether he is on foot or 
on horseback, and yet he is af.aid to call 
the Democratic congress together for 
fear it will make things worse. 


A Osee of the Laws of Trade. 
American Economist: For some time 


we have been running steamers from San 
Francisco to Australia. We did not pay 
them any subsidy, but they reoeivea 
some aid in Australia. These steamers 
built up a commerce which was worth 
about twenty million dollars to as. The 
other day a line to Australia was started, 
sailing from Vancouver, the western end 
of the Canadian Pacific, and calling at 
the Sandwich Islands. It is to have a 
subsidy of 8126,000 per annum from the 
British government and will undoubtedly 
also receive the aid now given to the 
American line, and the American line, 
which cannot expect any aid from this 
administration, will as undoubtedly be 
driven off the ocean. 


This is what the advocates of British 


commercial supremacy call allowing the 
laws of trade to prevail. Sometimes 
they call it the natural order of thiuge. 


Under this arrangement our mails will 
go to Vancouver ou their way to Ant 
trails, and our freight will fallow the 
same course. In a little time we will 
lose a great part of our trade of 820,000, 
000, which is dependent on convenient 
transportation. We will also lose all 
ohaniw of securing the Sandwich Isiands. 
When all of this is lost our friends iu 
sympathy with England will talk of the 
inexorable laws of trade and ascribe the 
lose to the effects of our tariff. 


PRIMITIVE IRON WORKERS. 


How th« Ore U 8m«lt«d and the Hetal 
Forged la Central Africa. 


The Balubans. as the natives of the 


Muansanyomma district of Central Af- 
rica are styled, enjoy an excellent local 
reputation as iron workers. They find 
their crude material in the form of bog 
Iron ore on the surface of the land. It 
rarely happens that digging to an ap- 
preciable depth is necessary. Their 
smelting furnaces, which are construct- 
ed of clay, are from six to ten feet high, 
from forty to sixty inches diameter at 
the base, and conical in shape. The ore 
Is tipped into the furnace from above; 
the charcoal, on the other hand, is in- 
troduced into basin-like side openings, 
which also receive a continuous air- 
blast; while the iron and slag are re- 
moved from the bottom of the 'furnace 
about every eight or twelve hours, ac- 
cording: to the degree of heat obtained. 
The forge is a circular building some 
sixteen feet in diameter, with a pointed 
roof and open sides. At a distance it 
might be taken for a park bandstand. 
In the center of this hut is the fire, 
which is maintained in constant activ- 
ity by means of a unique pair of bel- 
lows, which merit a special description. 
They consist of a block of wood, gener- 
ally twenty laches long, hollowed out, 
and fitted with a funnel-head maduof 
clay. At the lower end are two oriflce% 
over which skins are stretched Motion 
is imparted to the instrument by the 
action of two small rods. The hammer 
is of solid iron; the tongs arc marvels of 
simplicity, to-wit, a bent palm branch. 
An iron wedge driven into a timber 
bole serves as an anvil. The recollec- 
tions of the lialubans carry them back 
to the time when they wrought metals 
with stone toolsi Some of the natives 
are comparatively artistic 
workers 


Very fine axes, tastefully inlaid with 
copper, are produced. Strikes among 
these swarthy artificers, it should bo 
noted, ore of comparatively rare occur- 
rence, probably owing to the fact that 
malcontents invariably have their heads 
lopped off and their skins placed on one 
side for patching, or, in case of need, 
entirely recovering the aforesaid curious 
bellow*. —Iron.

Uncle Philip Clark, of Clinton, 


Writes About David Martin.
